But thy Creature, with whom 
theſe things may be ſeparated, and 


| who may either not Live, or Live and 


be unhappy, ought to aſcribe the whole 
Benefit of both Life and Happineſs to 
thy ſole Gift and Favour. Hence it is 
that we ſtand in continual need of thee, 
but thou haſt none of us; for, * we 
- ave 
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have no Being at all, that would not leſ- 
{en in any Degree, that Happineſs, which 
is inſeparable from thy Being; nay, 
is indeed the very Being. It is there- 
fore abſolutely neceſſary for us to cleave 
ſtedfaſtly to the Lord our God, that 
by thy continual A ſſiſtance, we may 
be enabled to live, Soberly, Righteouſly, 
Tir. 2. 12 and Godly in this preſent 
He” World, For this love of 
Fleſh and Frailty, cumbers and drags 
us down; but the Gifts of thy Spirit, 
are a happy Counterpoize to this hea- 
vy Clog.

Preparation for Receiving the Holy Sa- 


By BY BEveREGE. 


| ANY of late Years have taken 
: occaſion to write whole Books, 
ſome large Volumes, concerning the 
Preparation requir'd to the due Re- 
ceiving of the Lord's Supper. But 1 
that 


A Prefatory Diſcourſe, concerning 4 due 
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that hath been, or need, or can be ſaid 
to any purpoſe about it, is fully com- 
prehended in the few Words taught by 
our Church, even that they who come 
to the Lord's Supper, are required to 
examine themſelves about their Repen- 
tance, their Faith, and their Charity. 

We muſt examine our ſelves, whe- 
ther we ſincerely repent of Oui fe ormer & ns, 
ftedfaitly purpoſing to lead a New Life: 
For, unleſs we are ſenſible of, and tru- 
ly penitent for our former Sins, we can- 
[ not have that reſpect and value for 
1 the Body and Blood of Chrift which 
| was broken and 1hed for us; and is ne- 
ceſlary to our due, reverent, and wor- 
| thy receiving of them, when offer'd 
| in this Holy Sacrament : Neither are 
we qualified for that Pardon and Re- 
miſſion which is there offer'd to us; 
for that being promis'd only to the 
Penitent, none elſe are capable of it, 
and therefore cannot poſſibly receive it 
in that Sacrament. 
Neither is it ſufficient that we are 
*rievd, and troubled for our former 

ins; but we muſt repent” truly of 
them, 
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them, ſo as ſtedfaſtly to purpoſe and re- 


- © /o/ve, by the the Grace of God, 20 lead, 


for the future, 4 New Life: For other- 
wile, it is no true Repentance. And 
beſides, our Souls are here ſtrengthen- 
ed and refreſhed only as to their ge 


and ſpiritual Life; and therefore, they 


who do not lead ſuch a new and ſpi- 
ritual Life, or at leaſt do not ſtedfaſtl 


purpoſe to do ſo, having no ſubject 


Matter for the Body and Blood of 


Chriſt to work upon, cannot receive 


it worthily ; for they cannot receive it 
to any Purpoſe or Effect. _ i 


Wherefore, they who come to the 


Lord's Supper, mult ſearch very dili- 
' gently into their Hearts and Lives, and 
impartially examine themſelves, and 
conſider, whether they have not hi- 
therto lived in ſome known Sin, or in 
the neglect of ſome known Duty; and 
if they have, they mult reſolve, by 


Þ God's Aſſiſtance, to do ſo no longer; 


but to live for the future, a truly pious 
and good Life, as becometh the Goſpel 
of Chriſt. And if they have done any 
wrong to any Man, they mult N 

him 
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him Reſtitution, and all the Satisfa- 
ction that they are able, as ever they | 
deſire to be worthy Communicants in 
thoſe holy Myſteries, or to receive any 
Benefit or Comfort from them. In 
ſhort, they muſt ſeriouſly conſider 
wherein they have broken that ſo- 
lemn Vow-which they made to Goa, 
in the Sacrament: of Baptiſm :- And 
whenſoever they come to that of the 
Lord's Supper, they muſt renew and 
ratifie the ſaid Vow, and reſolve in 
' good earneſt to keep it in all Points 
more exactly for the future. 
.- Having thus examined their Repen- 
tance, they muſt, in the next place, 
examine, whether they have 2 lively 
Faith in God's Mercies through Chriit, 
with a thankful Remembrance of his 
Death; for without Faith, they can- | 
not receive the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt at all, and therefore not wor- 
thily; without Faith alſo, they can- 
not rightly diſcern the Body and Blood 
of Chriſt from the Bread and Wine; 
and therefore muſt needs eat that 
Bread, and drink that Cup of the Lord 
unworthily. Now

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No this Faith neceſſarily ſuppoſeth 
our Knowledge of the Fundamental 
Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, the na- 
ture of this holy Inſtitution, and like- 
wiſe the Mercies which God hath pro- 
mis'd in Jeſus Chriſt; upon which, it 
* mult be in this caſe particularly exer- 
cis'd, with a thankful Remembrance of 
that Death, by winch he merited, and 
upon the ſole Account whereof God 
| hath promiſed the ſaid Mercies to us. 
So that when, upon Examination, 
we find, that we truly repent of our for- 
mer Sins, ſtedfaſtly purpoſing to lead a new 
| Life; we muſt come to the Lord's Sup- 
per with 4 lively Faith, firmly believing, 
that as really as we there eat and drink 
the outward Elements of Bread and 
Wine, we do at the ſame time receive 
the full Pardon of all our Sins, by means 
of the Body and Blood of Christ, then 
and there communicated to us, as bro- 
ken and {hed for us; and not only the 
Pardon of our former Sins, of Goa's in- 
finite Mercy in Chri#t, but likewiſe Grace 
and Strength to pertorm our holy Pur- 
poſes and Reſolutions, ſo as to live 
| RP tor 
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for the future in newneſs of Life. He 
that comes to the Lord's Table with 
ſuch a well- grounded Faith, can ne- 
ver return without the Bleſſings he 
came for, but will find his Soul more 
ſtrengthned and refreſhed by the Body 
and Blood of Christ his Saviour, than 
any can imagine but he that feels it. N 
Wherefore it being requiſite that no 

Man ſhould come to the Lord's Supper, 
but with ſuch a full Truſt and Confi- 
dence in God's Mercies through Chr ; 

if any Man, by looking caretully into 

his Heart, finds his Conſcience touch'd 
with ſo quick a ſenſe of his former 
Sins, that he knows not what to do, 
nor can ſatisfie his own Mind, ſo as to 

be able to come to the Holy Commu- 
nion, with a lively Faith and quiet Con- 
ſcience, he ſhould then go to ſome diſcreet 
and able Miniſter of God's Word, and 
open his Grief, that by the Ministry of 
God's holy Word he may receive the bene- 

fit of Aſolution, together with ghoitly Coun- 
ſel and Advice, to the quieting of his Con- 
1 ſcience, and avoiding all Scruples and 


1 Doubtfulueſs. 
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The laſt thing which they who 
come to the Lord's Supper muſt exa- 
mine themſelves about, is, whether 
they be in Charity with all Men; ſo as 

not to bear any Grudge, Malice, or 
Hatred againſt any Perſon whatſoever : 
For the Lord himſelf hath faid, If ye 
forgive not Men their Treſpaſſes, nei- 
ther will your Father forgive your Treſ- 
paſſes, Mat. vi. 15. Unleſs we- forgive 
all the Wrongs or Injuries that other 
Men have done us, we cannot go to 

FF this Sacrament with any true Faith 
and Truſt in God's Mercies for the Par- 
don of our Sins; for he hath told us 

| before-hand, that he will not pardon 
them. Therefore, ſaith he, if thou bring 

rny Gift to the Altar, and there remem- 

| breſt that thy Brother hath ought again
